Kx-Skn \ tor Wolcoi i deprecates the intro- 
duction of Kentucky methods into Colorado, 

btrt then sow on to ap- 
peal to all liepiiMicaus to 

('oloiuulo Bttti d by the proposition 
tmd Kentucky. arliitrurilv to unseat nil 

the delegatef from Aia- 
p_ hoe county. Cotnmeb t« 
int; on the attitude of Mr. Wolcott, The LoQ« 
isville Evening Post reverts to the disgraceful 
proceedings at Frankfort daring the Legislative 
session of 1896, yet fails to see in what re- 
spects the situation in Colorado, or the pro- 
gram of either party, justifies the former Sena- 
tor from Colorado reflecting on Kentucky. 

The history of Kentucky is one for warning, 
not for imitation, and yet Tennessee 
ana first practiced the so-called Kentucky meth- 
ods, and Delaware and Colorado are imitating 
them. Had as we are in Kentucky, unfortu- 
nately we do not stand alone. 

Mr. Wolcott is supported by a majority of 
the Republican members duly elected, but — 
like Senator Blackburn in the Democratic cau- 
cus in Kentucky in the session of 1 896 — he 
cannot command the support of his own part \ . 

Like Senator Blackburn, he decline* to take 
any course which will unite his party on any 
one candidate insuring his election. 

The friends of Mr. Teller hope by keeping 
the Republicans divided they may, by Demo- 
cratic vote?, elect Senator Teller. 

It w ;s poasible in Kentucky in 1mm;. says 
The Post, for the Republicans, who could not 
unite on a Republican candidate, to elect Sec- 
retary Carlisle by the aid of the Gold Demo- 
crats, but they were not equal to the emer- 
gency, and let slip the greatest opportunity 
that ever came to any party in this state. 

But the Republicans were not only unable to 
rise to this occasion: they were not able to cast 
a solid Republican vote for any Republican 
candidate, and the Legislature adjourned with- 
out electing a Senator. 

The "even balance" was maintained I »y threats 
of revolution coming from the Blackburn 
camp, and by revolutionary acts. The Legis- 
lature was intimidated. Dr. Walton and Mr. 
James, Republicans, were forcibly expelled, 
and armed men. breathing out threatening and 



slaughter against independent Democrats and 
Repnblicans alike, tilled the cloakrooms. Rep- 
resentative government was overthrown in 
Kentucky for the first time, but not for the 
last. 

In 1N99, in the Democratic Convention at 
Music Hall, one-third of the delegates were ex- 
pelled, jointly, not severally. 

If we understand the news from Denver this 
is what BenatOT WoMOA says must be done by 
the Colorado Legislature. It is altogether 
revolutionary, and the only precedent for it is 
the precedent set by the Democratic Conven- 
tion at Music Hall. No such method was ever 
adopted by the Kentucky Legislature. 

There was in the Legislature which assem- 
bled January, 1900, some remarkable proceed- 
ings. The \ote of Louisv ille determined the 
Ntult in the contests for state officers. It was 
necessary to declare the election in Louisville 
null and void in order to show a majority for 
the defeated candidate. 

Yet, in order to secure inch a declaration 
from the Legislature, it was necessary to have 
the votes of four Democratic members from; 
Louisville elected at the election which it was 
necessary to declare null and void. 

The Legislature -eated the Louisville delega- 
j tion. It heard contests against certain Demo- 
cratic mem befl from Louisville and decided 
them in favor of the Democratic claimants. 
Then it unseated other Representatives, sepa- 
rately, not jointly, until they had a working 
majority. Then it declared, by aid of the Lou- 
isville Representatives, that there had been no 
election in Louisv ille, and declared Cokhki. and 
Beckham elected. 

The vote on the contest was not taken un- 
til Senator GoKBEL was shot, and in fact there 
was no legislative session held which the jour- 
nal says was held, but in Kentucky we do not 
go behind a journal written by Democrats for 
Democrat-.
